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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  687-1937. 

For  the  vacation  of  Factory  Street  from  the  east  property  line  of 
Broadway  to  a point  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  feet  east  of  the  east  property 
line  of  Broadway. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne .Indiana, 
that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  Factory  Street  from  the  east 
property  line  of  Broadway  to  a point  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  feet  east  of  the 
east  property  line  of  Broadway. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  vacation  as  above  described 
now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  vacation  of  Faotory  Street  as  above  described  is  the  identical  street  * 
as  opened  under  Declaratory  Resolution  Number  179-1910. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  the 
proposed  street  vacation  as  above  described  is  described  as  Lot  Number  1 
General  Electric  Company  Addition  and  the  tract  of  land  known  as  McCulloch 
Park  • 

The  vacation  of  Factory  Street  as  above  described  is  subject  to  the  right 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  Utilities  to  maintain  the  sewers 
and  other  utilities  now  located  therein. 

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning 
Municipal  Corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  the  provisions  of  all 
acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  including  the  right  to 
bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred,  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  annual  installments 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  ( 5$)  per  cent,  per  annum.  Under  no  circum- 
stances shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  or  be  held  responsible  for 
any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner  or  owners  for  said  condemnation 
of  property  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds,  certificate  or  certifi- 
cates issued  in  payment  for  such  property  damages  except  for  such  moneys  as 
shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessment  for  such 
property  damages  or  such  moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act 
required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvement, 
assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  there- 
for shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments 
thereto  and  supplements  thereof . 


All  of  said  streets  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described 
street  vacation  being  situated  in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana.

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TO  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYWE : 
Gentlemen : 

The  undersigned  Petitioner,  General  Electric  Com- 
pany, represents  that  Factory  Street  in  the  City  ox  x'ort 
Wayne,  Indiana  from  the  east  property  line  of  Broadway 
to  the  east  end  of  said  Street  is  exclusively  used  by 
your  Petitioner  and  its  patrons  and  there  is  no  general 
public  travel  of  any  Rind  or  character  upon  the  same; 
that  said  Street  is  but  2.^*0  feet  in  length,  extending 
ea  twardly  from  the  east  property  line  of  Broadway 
and  is  not  connected  with  any  street, alley  or  highway 
at  the  east  end  thereof,  being  what  is  known  as  a deac. 
end”  street;  that  all  of  the  property  aoutting  on  the 
north  property  line  of  said  Street  is  owned  by  your  peti- 
tioner and  all  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  south 
and  east  property  lines  is  occupied  by  your  petitioner 
under  lease  and  by  reason  of  said  facts  parts  oi  the  plant 
of  your  petitioner  on  the  east  side  of  Broadway  are 
separated  by  said  Street;  that  said  soreet  is  not  ox 
pudic  utility  and  for  many  years  has  not  been  used  as  a 
Highway  but  has  to  all  intents  and  purposes  been  use  , ex- 
clusively as  a private  driveway  by  your  petitioner  and  its 
patrons  for  the  conduct  and  transaction  of  your  petitioner's 

busine ss . 

Petitioner  further  repre  sents  uhat  said  nighway 
is  a detriment  to  your  petitioner  and  interferes  with  the 
free  and  easy  use  of  those  parts  ox  the  plant  lying  on 
the  north  and  south  sides  thereof  and  prevents  your  peti- 
tioner from  making  lasting  and  valuable  improvements  to 
that  part  of  its  plant  lying  east  of  Broadway,  and  all 
without  any  resultant  benefit  or  utility  uo  che  Public. 

Petitioner  further  represents  that  it  is  about 


to  construct  an  overpass  from  Broadway  from  real  estate 
occupied  by  it  under  lease  on  the  east  side  to  real 
estate  owned  by  it  on  the  west  side  as  heretofore  autho- 
rized by  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
from  Broadway  all  of  the  inter plant  traffic  by  your 
petitioner  and  its  patrons,  thereby  relieving  traffic 
congestion  on  Broadway  at  said  point  and  rendering  Broad- 
way more  safe  for  the  traveling  public;  that  in  further- 
ance of  said  purpose  and  arrangement,  such  traffic 
crossing  Broadway  would  be  prevented  by  the  construction 
of  fences  along  the  property  line  of  your  petitioner  on 
the  east  and  v/est  sides  of  Broadway  and  in  that  manner  all 
of  such  interplant  traffic  over  and  across  Broadway  would 
be  stopped  and  prevented,  and  the  use  of  said  overpass  en- 
forced but  with  said  Factory  Street  remaining  open  as  a 
public  Highway  the  use  thereof  by  public  traffic  from  Broad- 
way could  not  be  prevented  and  the  interplant  traffic  from 
Factory  Street  on  to  Broadway  could  not  be  completely  or 
properly  enforced. 

WHEREFORE  your  petitioner  prays  that  Factory  Street 
from  the  east  property  line  of  Broadway  to  its  terminus 
on  the  east  be  by  your  Honorable  Board  vacated  with  proper 
reservations  for  access  to  all  utility  installations,  such 
as  sewers,  drains,  water  pipes,  gas  pipes  and  electric 
installations  maintained  upon,  over  and  under  the  service 
of  said  Highway  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  repairing 
the  same  as  well  as  with  similar  reservations  as  to  the 
maintenance  and  repair  of  the  tunnel  now  located  and  main- 
tained under  said  Street  by  your  petitioner.
